rubbish and building material 
and niso owing to the fact that 
the Chinese living in the area 
make use of the! railings sure 
rounding the obelisk to dry 
thelr clothes, . 

The new sito. chosen for the 
Monument Is a triangular plece 
of ground at the junction of 
Morrison Hill Road and Leigh- 
ton Hill Road, directly opposito 
the Police Recreation Club. -
